A  computerized 
environment  greeted  some 
24,000  BYU  students 
registering  for  the  winter 
semester  last  Thursday,  Friday 
and  Saturday  as  they 
participated  in  one  of  the 
smoothest  and  shortest 
registrations  in  the  school’s 
history. 

Students  and  faculty 
members  accustomed  to  long, 
rigorous  hours  at  registration 
trying  to  adjust  schedules 
around  long  lines,  closed 
sections  and  freshmen 
contemplating  their  own 
disaster  found  only  15-30 
minutes  of  their  time  required 
because  of  the  advance  work 
already  completed  by 
computer. 

BYU  used  a  hybrid  of  two 
systems  for  registration.  The 


class  cards  system  is  being 
phased  out  and  the 
computerized  pre-registration 
is  being  phased  in. 

According  to  Erlend 
Peterson,  assistant  dean  of 
admissions  and  records  and 
BYU  registrar,  “The  average 
time  required  for  registration 
this  semester  was  about 
one-half  hour  and  when  the 
new  computerized  system  is 
perfected,  it  will  cut 
registration  time  considerably, 
perhaps  to  half  of  the  present 
time.” 

“And  that’s  good  news  to 
students  and  hundreds  of 
faculty  members  who  help 
with  the  registration  process,” 
he  added. 

When  the  system  is 
completely  computerized,  all 
students  will  need  to  do  after 
pre-registering  is  pay  their 
appropriate  fees  and  obtain 
their  class  schedule  print-outs. 


Dean  Peterson  reports  that 
83  per  cent  of  the  first  choice 
classes  listed  by  students 
during  the  November 
p  r  e  -  r  egis  t  r  at  io  n  were 
scheduled. 

Forty-four  per  cent  of  the 
students  found  the  exact 
schedule  they  listed  as  their

first  choice  waiting  for  them. 
These  students  only  had  to 
pick  up  their  packets,  pay 
their  fees  and  finalize. 

He  stated  that  67  per  cent  of 
the  students  who 
pre-registered  found  their 
desired  schedules  complete. 
The  computer  selected 
alternate  classes  listed  by  the 


students  on  the  pre-registra¬ 
tion  form  when  the  ideal 
classes  were  not  available. 

“Through  the  use  of  the  new 
system  and  the  pre¬ 
registration,  840  additional 
students  were  able  to  get  their 
ideal  schedule  and  only  4  per 
cent  of  the  students  needed  to 
pick  up  more  than  two 
classes,”  Peterson  said. 

“Even  students  registering 
the  last  hours  on  Saturday 
were  able  to  come  up  with 
ideal  schedules  and  those 
seeking  cards  were  faced  with 
sections  that  were  still  open,” 
he  added. 

Peterson  stated  the 
p  re -registration  system  used 
this  time  will  be  analyzed  and 
the  results  used  to  refine  the 
procedure  to  make  it  more 
convenient  for  students. 

He  said,  “There  are  still 
some  hurdles  to  be  crossed  in 
further  development  of  the 


system,  such  as  the  cost  of 
mailing  all  the  necessary 
information  to  the  students, 
but  eventually  we  hope  to 
become  completely 
transparent  to  the  student 
body.” 

The  new  system  was  started 
as  a  result  of  suggestions 
offered  by  concerned  students 
and  some  students  were 
instrumental  in  developing  the 
new  system.  Dean  Peterson 
stated  that  he  is  interested  in 
any  recommendations  students 
may  have  which  will  further 
streamline  the  process. 

All  students  who  failed  to 
register  during  the  normal  time 
can  register  late  through  Jan. 
18.  This  can  be  accomplished 
on  the  third  floor  of  the 
ELWC  through  Wednesday 
after  which  late  registration 
will  be  conducted  at  the 
Admissions  and  Records 
Office  in  the  Smoot  building.

“We  are  sad  to  lose  him,  but  we  recognize 
that  in  his  new  position  with  Provo  City  his  , 
professional  abilities  will  benefit  an  enlarged 
group  of  people,  including  the  BYU 
community,”  said  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

“Swen  Nielsen  has  done  an  outstanding  job 
as  BYU’s  chief  of  Security.  Since  coming  to 
BYU  in  1961  he  has  brought  the  BYU 
Security  Office  to  a  high  standard  of 
professionalism,”  Dr.  Oaks  said.  “We 
congratulate  Provo  City  on  its  new  chief  of 
police  and  wish  Chief  Nielsen  well  in  his  new 
responsibilities.” 

“We  are  most  pleased  with  the  selection,” 
said  Mayor  Grange.

“For  any  organization  to  reach 
its  goals  it  must  write  its  objectives,  then  plan 
for  where  it  wants  to  be  and  what  it  has  to  do 
to  get  there,”  he  said. 

Chief  Nielsen  said  one  way  of  improving 
crime  prevention  is  through  community 
relations  programs  and  education.  “I  feel  the 
police  department  should  be  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  the  community.” 

“I  will  probably  spend  time  getting 
acquainted  with  all  of  the  members  of  the 
department,  on  all  levels,”  he  said,  in  order  to 
become  more  familiar  with  the  organization. 

Chief  Nielsen  received  his  bachelor’s  degree 
from  California  State— Los  Angeles.  While 
obtaining  his  degree  he  worked  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Police  Department. 

He  earned  a  master’s  degree  in  public 
administration  at  BYU  and  taught  law 
enforcement  classes  at  BYU  and  in 
surrounding  areas. 

Chief  Nielson  has  served  as  president  of  the 
International  Association  of  University 
Security  Directors.  He  has  worked  with  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Narcotics  as  an  instructor 
and  has  lectured  for  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and  the 
Academy  of  Criminal  justice.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
U.S.  Parole  Board  Monday 
ordered  three  of  the  five 
convicted  Watergate  burglars 
released  on  parole  effective 
March  7. 

The  board  freed  Eugenio  R. 
Martinez,  Frank  A.  Sturgis, 
and  Virgilio  R.  Gonzalez  who 
had  served  more  than  a  year  in 
prison  and  now  are  confined  at 
a  federal  prison  camp  at  Eglin 
Air  Force  Base,  Fla. 

A  Justice  Department 
spokesman  said  the  three  must 
observe  customary  parole 
conditions,  including  reporting 
monthly  to  probation  officers. 

They  will  remain  on  parole 
until  the  end  of  their 


sentences.  For  Martinez,  that 
will  be  on  Jan.  29,  1976  and 
for  the  other  two,  it  will  be 
Jan.  2,  1976. 

The  three  were  sentenced 
last  November  to  one  to  four 
years  in  prison  after  pleading 
guilty  to  burglary,  wiretapping 
and  conspiracy  charges. 

They  had  remained  in  jail 
more  than  1 1  months  before 
formal  sentencing. 

They  were  arrested  along 
with  James  McCord  and 
Bernard  L.  Barker  inside  the 
Democratic  National 
Committee  headquarters  in  the 
Watergate  building  during  the 
early  hours  of  June  17,  1972.

Owens  will  speak

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Four  national  environmental 
ups  filed  suit  Monday  in  federal  court  in  Salt  Lake  City 
king  to  halt  further  construction  of  the  Central  Utah 
Water  project. 

The  project  is  a  multi-million  dollar  network  of  dams, 
mals,  tunnels  and  reservoirs  aimed  at  diverting  water  from 
e  high  Uinta  Mountains  in  northeastern  Utah  to  valleys  and 
serts  below. 

The  suit  was  filed  before  Chief  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
U  lillis  Ritter  by  the  Sierra  Club,  Trout  Unlimited,  the  Natural 
“  :sources  Defense  Council  and  the  Environmental  Defense 
imd.  The  chief  plaintiff  is  David  Raskin,  a  University  of 
:ah  psychology  professor  and  vice  chairman  of  the  Uinta 
aapter  of  the  Sierra  Club. 

The  complaint  charges  that  interior  Secretary  Rogers  C.B. 
rton  and  other  agencies  and  officials  have  approved 
unstruction  of  the  Strawberry  collection  system  and 
irrent  Creek  Dam  in  violation  of  the  federal  Environmental 
otection  Act. 

Lawyers  for  the  Sierra  Club  asked  for  a  temporary  court 


order  to  halt  all  further  activities  associated  with 
construction  of  the  project  while  the  suit  is  being  processed. 

“Despite  all  the  critical  comments  of  members  of  the 
public  and  even  public  officials  and  despite  the  solid  evidence 
of  considerable  environmental  harm  resulting  from  not  only 
completion  of  the  Strawberry  collection  but  from  the  whole 
CUP,  Secretary  Morton  has  decided  to  continue 
construction,”  Raskin  said. 

“His  apparent  intent  to  reassess  certain  parts  of  the  project 
is  indeed  welcome,  but  we  must  confess  our  deep  concern 
that  his  decision  to  proceed  now  with  further  construction 
could  very  well  render  academic  future  reassessments.” 

Raskin  said  the  plaintiffs  considered  it  unfortunate  that 
the  federal  agency  ignored  possibilities  of  ground  water 
supplies  and  other  alternatives  of  water  supply. 

He  said  the  government  “continues  to  turn  to  our 
mountains,  drying  up  the  streams  and  constructing  aqueducts 
across  pristine  lands.” 

The  suit  charges  the  environmental  impact  statement 
prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  covers  only  a  portion 
of  the  Central  Utah  Project  and  therefore  is  inadequate  under 
federal  environmental  law.

For  five  years  Owens  served  as  state 
assistant  of  Utah  Sen.  Frank  Moss.  In  1968,  he 
was  the  Rocky  Mountain  Coordinator  in  the 
Presidential  campaign  of  Sen.  Robert 
Kennedy.  From  1969  to  1970  he  served  as 
administrative  assistant  to  Senate  Majority 
Whip  Edward  Kennedy.  He  held  the  same 
position  with  Sen.  Frank  Moss  from  1970  to 
1971. 

In  1972,  Owens  defeated  incumbent

Impeachment  possible, 
McKay  tells  USU  group 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP) 
President  Nixon  could  be  put 
out  of  office  by  June  if  the 
current  mood  in  Congress 
prevails,  Rep.  Gunn  McKay 
said  Monday  at  Utah  State 
University. 

Talking  to  students  at  the 
Logan  campus.  Rep.  McKay 
said  the  greatest  pressures  for 
impeachment  or  resignation 
would  likely  come  from 
Republicans. 

“The  Democrats  are  not 
going  to  remove  the  President 
from  office,”  Rep.  McKay 
said.  “The  floundering  of  the 
President  will  probably  be  a 
big  help  to  the  Democrats  in 


the  coming  campaign,  and  it’s 
my  feeling  that  any  effort  to 
remove  the  President  will  start 
with  his  own  party.” 

Rep.  McKay  cited 
discontent  among  Republicans 
with  the  President,  and  said 
that  Republicans  were 
particularly  conscious  of  the 
burden  the  President  could  be 
in  the  fall  campaign. 

“Republicans  in  the  House 
were  very  pleased  when  the 
President  announced 
‘Operation  Candor’,”  Rep. 
McKay  said.  “But  as  it 
developed,  the  President 
wasn’t  disclosing  anything  new 
and  he  has  demonstrated  that 
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Elder  Faust  tells 
way  to  happiness 


he  still  wants  to  hold  on  to  the 
tapes  and  documents.  This  has 
created  resentment  and  some 
disappointment  among 
Republicans.” 

Questioned  by  students 
about  how  he  would  handle 
the  tapes  issue  if  he  were 
President,  Rep.  McKay 
conceded  that  he  would 
probably  not  hand  them  over. 

“I  recognize  the  importance 
of  the  separation  of  powers, 
and,  in  good  conscience,  I 
don’t  think  I  could  do 
anything  to  weaken  the 
system,”  Rep.  McKay  said. 

“But  no  one  is  above  the 
law,  and  the  important  records 
should  be  available  to  clear  or 
to  convict  the  guilty.  Even 
some  of  the  staunchest 
supporters  of  the  President  are 
urging  impeachment,  believing 
that  this  is  the  only  way  that 
the  air  can  be  cleared  and  the 
country  can  get  back  to 
business.”

resigns  as 
party  head 

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland 
(AP)  Brian  Faulkner  quit  on 
Monday  as  leader  of  Northern 
Ireland’s  once-dominant 
Unionist  party,  vowing  to  fight 
on  for  his  power-sharing 
policies  in  the  government. 

He  kept  his  job  '  as  chief 
executive  of  the  provinces’s 
seven-day-old  administration. 
But  his  loss  of  control  of  the 
Unionist  organization  was  a 
clear  setback  to  Britain’s  plan 
for  peace  between  Protestants 
and  Roman  Catholics. 

The  loss  of  his  Unionist  base 
could  undermine  Faulkner’s 
efforts  to  carry  out  the  British 
plan  to  have  Catholics  and 
Protestants  run  the  new 
administration  together.

“The  golden  pathway  which

Speaking  to  the  theme,  “The

LONDON  (AP)  -  Irish 
guerrillas  claimed  on  Monday 
they  have  planes  and  are 
training  pilots  in  preparation 
for  “much  more  spectacular” 
commando  strikes  in  Britain. 

Security  tightened  at 
provincial  airports  across  the 
country  and  Canadian  airports 
also  went  on  special  alert. 
British  authorities  said  their 
show  of  force  in  London  has 
apparently  cut  down  on 
guerrilla  explosives  smuggling. 

The  hardline  Provisional 
wing  of  the  Irish  Republican 
Army  said  in  Dublin  that  nine 
guerrilla  pilots  were  being 
trained  in  Ireland  and  nine 
more  in  Libya,  bankrolled  by 
President  Moammar  Khadafy. 

A  Provisional  source  claimed 
two  small  planes,  broken  down 
and  hidden  in  packing  crates, 
have  already  been  smuggled 
into  Dublin. 

Three  days  after  the  British 
army  dropped  a  security 
curtain  around  London’s 
Heathrow  Airport,  the  regular 
police  force  stepped  in  at  most 
other  British  airfields,  taking 
over  security  from  the  British 
Airports  Authority. 

Uniformed  police  officers 
patrolled  runways  in  England 
and  Scotland  and  detectives 
kept  watch  in  passenger  halls. 
Sharpshooters  and  Saracen 
armored  cars  guarded 
Heathrow  for  the  third  straight 
day.

attain  true  happiness,  one 
must  have  inner  peace.

Elder  Faust  told  of  a  woman 
who,  in  spite  of  a  severe 
physical  deformity,  went  on  to 
marry  and  raise  a  son.  Despite 
the  loss  of  her  husband  in  an 
auto  accident,  she  led  a 
normal,  well-adjusted  life. 
“Now  in  her  70’s,  she  still 
blesses  the  lives  of  all  she 
knows,”  he  said. 

Telling  of  a  patriarch  with 
14  children,  Elder  Faust 
described  the  happiness  and 
joy  one  can  receive  through 
one’s  posterity. 

To  be  happy  one  must  obey 
the  commandments,  according 
to  Elder  Faust.  “What  is 
contrary  to  the  nature  of  God, 
is  contrary  to  the  nature  of 
happiness,”  he  said, 
paraphrasing  Alma.  “The  price 


of  happiness  is  simple-live  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  in  its 
purity  and  simplicity,”  he 
continued,  quoting  from  “The 
Miracle  of  Forgiveness,”  by 
President  Spencer  W.  Kimball. 

Elder  Faust  also  discussed 
happiness  as  it  relates  to 
marriage  and  gave  some 
humorous  practical  advice  on 
the  subject.  “Success  in 
marriage  depends  not  so  much 
on  marrying  one  who  can 
make  you  happy,  but  in 
escaping  all  those  who  could 
make  you  miserable,”  he  said. 

Quoting  Elder  Boyd  K. 
Packer,  Elder  Faust  gave 
advice  to  those  slipping  past 
marriage  age,  then  added  these 
statements  about  happiness: 

—  “Live  for  another  if  you 
want  to  live  for  yourself.” 

—  “Don’t  try  to  consume 
happiness,  but  try  to  generate 
it.” 

-“Money  doesn’t  lead  to 
happiness  or  heaven.  It  can 
buy  the  husk,  but  never  the 
kernel.” 

—  “Happiness  adds  and 
multiplies  as  we  divide  it  with 
others.” 

Elder  Faust  closed  his 
remarks  by  bearing  his 
testimony  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ  and  that  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  is  truly  a 
prophet  of  God. 

“All  that  has  happened 
recently  is  in  accordance  with 
Divine  Will,”  he  said. 


Troop  withdrawal 
talks  still  continue 


GENEVA,  Switzerland  (AP) 
—  Egyptian  and  Israeli  officers 
had  a  new  round  of  troop 
withdrawal  talks  Monday 
marked  by  a  midsession  break 
for  consultations  with  home. 

Press  reports  preceding  the 
discussions  had  said  the  Israelis 
were  prepared  to  enter  into 
detailed  talks  on  proposals  for 
a  pullback  18  miles  from  the 
Suez  Canal  based  on  Defense 
Minister  Moshe  Dayan’s  talks 
in  Washington  last  week. 

But  Israeli  officials  in  Tel 
Aviv  discounted  those  reports, 
saying  the  Israeli  envoys  had 
no  new  instructions  and  were 
still  unprepared  to  go  into 
detail. 

Neither  delegation  in  Geneva 
broke  the  strict  secrecy  that 
has  marked  the  two  weeks  of 
off-and-on  negotiations 
between  Maj.  Gen.  Mordechai 
Gur  and  Col.  Dov  Sion  for 
Israel,  and  Brig.  Gen.  Taha 
el-Magdoob  and  Col.  Ahmed 
Fouad  Howaidi  for  Egypt. 

Israeli  officials  said  their 
envoys  were  in  close  contact 
by  telephone  with  Jerusalem. 
But  they  stressed  that  the 
Geneva  talks  were  still  in  the 
preliminary  stage  pending 
reaction  from  Cairo  on  the 
Israeli  troop  disengagement 
proposals  agreed  on  by  Dayan 
and  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
A.  Kissinger  during  the  Israeli 
leader’s  stay  in  Washington. 

Israeli  commentators  agreed 
that  the  government  of 
Premier  Golda  Meir— who  was 
confined  to  bed  with  the 
flu-  is  offering  a  sizable  Suez 
withdrawal.  But  they  said 
Israel  also  was  demanding  that 
Egypt  thin  out  its  forces  east 


of  the  canal  and  reopen  the 
waterway  to  traffic.

some  BYU  students,  but  were 
all  too  true  for  others. 

Many  students  who  traveled 
the  nation’s  roads  found  no 
difficulty  in  getting  gas, 
contrary  to  the  warnings  of 
many  transportation  officials.

Brad  said  they 
chose  to  travel  by  car  only 
because  it  was  a  lot  cheaper 
than  flying.  Chuck  said  they 
were  able  to  travel  65  miles 
per  hour  the  entire  trip. 

Other  students,  particularly 
in  the  Eastern  states,  were  not 
so  lucky. 

“I  had  a  ride  planned,  but

we  canceled  because  of  bad 
road  conditions  and  fear  of  a 
gas  shortage,”  explained  Walt 
Berry  from  Cherry  Hill,  N.J. 
“As  a  last  resort  1  took  the 
bus.” 

He  explained  that  he  “spent 
120  hours  on  the  road,”  and 
changed  buses  six  times. 
However,  he  said  this  was 
normal  running  time. 

Randy  Leake  from 
Washington  D.C.  said  she 
traveled  by  charter  bus 
because  it  was  cheaper  than 
flying.  She  said  the  bus 
traveled  slower  than  usual 
through  the  Eastern  states 
because  “the  speed  limit  is  55 
miles  per  hour  there.”  She  said 
she  also  noticed  a  longer  line 
of  cars  at  the  gas  stations  near 
her  home.  She  continued  that 
the  fuel  crisis  seems  to  not 
be  felt  as  strongly  in  the  West 
as  in  the  East. 

Students  who  chose  to  fly 
seemed  to  have  the  most 
difficulties,  as  was  predicted 
by  transportation  officials. 

Christine  Larsen,  a  Spanish 
major,  said  she  couldn’t  get  a 
reservation  on  the  day  she 
wanted  to  leave. 

An  English  major  said  she 
had  to  make  reservations  for 
her  flight  nearly  a  month 
ahead  of  time.

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Force  hits  Cambodia 

PHNOM  PENH,  Cambodia  (AP)  -  More  than  3,000 
government  reinforcements  backed  by  armored  vehicles  sped  to 
Phnom  Penh’s  northwest  defense  lines  Monday  to  counter  a  big 
rebel  force  slashing  toward  the  capital,  field  reports  said. 

National  police  sources  said  the  insurgent  thrust,  north  of 
Pochentong  Airport  and  five  to  seven  miles  northwest  of  the 
city  itself,  was  a  major  effort  to  pierce  the  capital’s  defense 
perimeter.  But  there  was  no  immediate  sign  it  was  an  overall 
assault  on  the  city. 

Field  reports  said  insurgent  attackers  abducted  an  estimated 
4,000  villagers  but  that  many  civilians  remained  in  the  battle 
zone.  The  rebels  were  reported  holding  civilian  captives  near 
Tang  Krasang  pagoda  five  miles  from,  downtown  Phnom  Penh. 

Col.  Phen  Uon,  commander  of  the  government’s  28th  Brigade, 
said  the  Khmer  Rouge  forces  shot  about  50  villagers.  He 
estimated  another  200  of  about  2,000  civilians  trapped  by  the 
fighting  were  killed  in  crossfire  and  government  artillery 
barrages. 

Field  reports  said  hundreds  of  refugee  families  were  pouring 
out  of  the  battle  area.  Every  family  told  of  missing  or  killed 
relatives,  they  added. 

Three  spearheads  of  a  total  of  75  armored  personnel  carriers 
attacked  the  rebel  pocket  along  a  broad  seven-mile  front  in  open 
ricq  fields,  the  field  reports  said. 

Ervin  would  welcome  compromise 

MORGANTON,  N.C.  (AP)  -  Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin,  D-N.C., 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Watergate  committee,  said  Monday  he 
would  welcome  a  compromise  on  subpoenaed  White  House 
material,  but  would  want  any  agreement  in  writing. 

“We’ve  been  anxious  to  resolve  this  material  all  the  time,”  he 
said.  The  agreement  should  be  written  “so  there  could  be  no 
misunderstanding,”  he  said. 

Ervin’s  comments  were  made  after  Vice  President  Gerald  R. 
Ford  hinted  on  Sunday  at  the  possibility  of  a  compromise 
should  the  committee  trim  its  request  for  500  White  House 
tapes  and  documents. 

Fuel  hoarding  rumored 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Federal  Energy  Office  said 
Monday  it  was  investigating  rumors  of  both  petroleum 
stock-piling  by  the  oil  industry  and  fuel  hoarding  by  the 
nation’s  railroads  and  trucking  firms. 

But  top  agency  aides  said  there  was  no  evidence  so  far  to 
substantiate  the  rumors. 

“We  have  not  seen  any  evidence  to  indicate  more  than  normal 
stockpiling,”  Gerald  Parsky,  aide  to  FEO  director  William  E. 
Simon  said,  noting  that  stocks  of  heating  oil  may  appear  larger 
than  normal  because  unusually  warm  weather  has  slowed  their 
use. 

The  FEO  has  sent  telegrams  requesting  railroads  and  major 
trucking  companies  to  report  their  inventories  by  the  close  of 
business  Monday.  A  spokesman  for  Frank  G.  Zarb,  assistant 
director  for  operations  and  compliance,  said  the  purpose  was 
“to  see  if  there  is  any  hoarding  going  on.  We  want  to  check  it 
out,  because  there  are  numerous  rumors  floating  around.” 

Parsky  said  the  energy  office,  relying  so  far  largely  on  data 
collected  by  the  American  Petroleum  Institute,  was  asking 
major  and  independent  oil  companies  to  submit  production  and 
stockpile  data  directly  to  the  FEO.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
The  Utah  Board  of  Higher 
Education  says  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  tuition  if  the 
Legislature  should  appropriate 
substantially  less  than  the 
$81.3  million  asked  by  the 
board.

Japanese 
economy, 
yen  down 

TOKYO  (AP)  -  The 
Japanese  economy,  already 
buffeted  by  the  Arab  oil 
squeeze,  got  another  shock 
Monday:  a  devaluation  of  the 
yen  by  6.7  per  cent  against  the 
dollar. 

Although  the  development 
means  lower  prices  and  better 
sales  prospects  for  Japanese 
goods  overseas,  businessmen 
were  unenthusiastic. 

They  were  more  concerned 
about  the  other  effect  of  the 
devaluation— higher  prices  for 
foreign  raw  materials. 

The  drop  in  the  value  of  the 
yen  sent  the  value  of  the  dollar 
up  in  Europe,  dealers  in 
European  financial  centers 
reported.  They  added  that  a 
weakening  of  the  yen  might 
also  mean  a  weakening  of 
European  currencies. 

The  devaluation  also  means 
higher  prices  for  imported 
manufactured  goods, 
unwelcome  news  in  a  nation 
where  the  cost  of  living 
climbed  by  17  per  cent  in 
1973.

When  winter  semester  classes 
opened  Monday  at  BYU,  many 
students  began  using  a  new 
computerized  information 
retrieval  system  in  the  BYU 
Library  to  help  them  with  a 
wide  range  of  subjects. 

Taking  five  years  to 
complete,  the  information 
retrieval  system  has  been  built 
from  “scratch”  by  two 
electronics  engineers  on 
campus— and  there  is  no  other 
system  exactly  like  it  in  the 
world. 

Word  of  its  uniqueness 
spread  rapidly,  and  a  number 
of  information  systems 


directors  from  across  the 
nation  observed  some  of  the 
final  stages  of  construction 
and  testing  during  the  past 
semester. 

The  complicated  computer 
system  allows  students  to 
listen  to  music,  plays,  lectures 
on  a  variety  of  subjects, 
languages,  and  readings  in 
literature  on  audio  earphones. 
Students  may  also  watch 
certain  class  lectures  through 
individualized  or  group 
television  sets  through  a 
non-computerized  system. 

“In  1968  media  specialists  at 
BYU  observed  the  need  for  an 
automated  system,”  reported 
David  L.  Gallacher,  system 


director.  “Then  electrical 
engineer  Darrel  J.  Monson, 
director  of  Instructional 
Service,  and  associates  wrote 
specifications  for  the  BYU 
system  which  subsequently  has 
been  built  by  engineers  Frank 
M.  Morris  and  Joseph  A. 
Parent  III.” 

Gallacher  explained  how  the 
system  works: 

A  student  goes  to  the 
Learning  Resource  Center  on 
the  fifth  floor  of  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Library  and 
looks  at  a  catalog  of  audio  and 
video  offerings.  He  selects  a 
topic  which  is  numbered,  then 
dials  that  number  at  his  carrel. 
The  computer  does  the  rest. 


Ski  season  injuries  swell 
lists  at  Y  Health  Center

With  skiing  season  in  full 
swing,  the  BYU  Student 
Health  Center  is  experiencing 
its  yearly  onslaught  of  injuries, 
according  to  Dr.  Cloyd  C. 
Hofheins,  director  of  the 
center. 

Although  the  total  number 
of  ski  injuries  is  decreasing 
slightly  year  by  year,  Dr. 
Hofheins  said  a  fair  number  of 
injuries  have  been  treated 
already,  with  the  heaviest 
accident  period  expected 
around  February  and  March. 

The  most  common  injuries 
treated  at  the  center  occur  to 
the  knee,  where  twists  and 
strains  damage  the  ligaments 
and  cartilage.  Arms  and  wrists 
are  also  frequently  sprained 
and  twisted.  Another  common 
injury  is  the  “boot-top 
fracture”  when  the  ski  twists 
and  breaks  the  bone  just  above 
the  top  of  the  boot,  he 
explained. 

Other  injuries  treated  have 
included  shoulder  separations 
and  cuts  on  the  leg  which 
apparently  occur  when  the 
skier  falls  and  lands  on  the 
sharp  edges  of  his  own  skis. 


The  health  center  receives 
casualties  from  the 
surrounding  ski  resorts  of  Park 
City,  Alta,  Sundance  and 
Brighton. 

“We  do  all  we  can  here  at 
the  health  center  so  the 
students  can  use  their  $7.50 
health  plans,”  Dr.  Hofheins 
explained,  “but  injuries 
requiring  hospitalization  or 
operations,  such  as  the 
transverse  fracture  where  the 
bone  is  broken  completely  in 
two,  are  transferred  to  the 
Utah  Valley  Hospital.” 

Dr.  Hofheins  stated  that 


most  of  the  injuries  stem  from 
out-of-control  skiing.  “Speed 
kills,”  he  said. 

Both  the  novice  and  the 
expert  skiers  are  treated  at  the 
health  center.  “We  even  have  a 
few  instructors  injured  each 
year,”  he  said. 

The  high  quality  of 
equipment  is  probably 
responsible  for  the  declining 
number  of  injuries,  he  said, 
and  the  injuries  treated  at  the 
health  center  have  not  been 


permanently  damaging, 
guess  the  risk  of  skiing,” 
said  smiling,  “is  worth  it.”

Within  a  few  seconds,'  the 
computer  finds  the  selection 
and  begins  the  personalized 
broadcast  to  that  student. 
There  are  120  channels  and 
120  listening  stations  in  the 
center.  An  additional  120 
stations  are  planned  for 
various  branches  of  the  center 
around  campus  with  direct 
telephone  contact  with  the 
main  system  in  the  library. 

“Eventually,  we  hope  soon 
to  have  the  center  available  for 
off-campus  use,”  Gallacher 
said. 

When  the  older  system  had 
60,000  patrons  in  the  1968-69 
school  year,  this  prompted 
library  officials  to  project  their 
needs  for  a  more  satisfactory 
system.  During  the  past  school 
year,  a  total  of  378,000 
patrons  used  the  center.

Senator's 
papers  gift 

to  Y  library

The  family  of  the  late  U.S. 
Sen.  Arthur  V.  Watkins  of 
Utah  has  selected  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr.  Library  at 
BYU  as  the  depository  for 
their  father’s  private  Senate 
papers,  it  was  announced 
Monday  by  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks. 

The  BYU  library  also  is  the 
depository  for  the  personal 
and  official  papers  of  U.S. 
Senator  Wallace  F.  Bennett, 
U.S.  Congressman  Henry 
Aldous  Dixon,  U.S.  Senator 
Reed  Smoot  and 
Undersecretary  of  State  and 
Ambassador  to  Mexico  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr. 

Senator  Watkins  served  on  a 
number  of  influential 
committees  while  in 
Washington,  but  received  the 
most  prominence  through  his 
assignment  as  chairman  of  the 
Select  Senate  Committee 
which  recommended  the 
censure  of  Wisconsin  Senator 
Joseph  McCarthy.  Senator 
Watkins  received 
commendation  for  his  control 
and  personal  expertise  in 
handling  the  McCarthy 
hearings. 

At  one  time  in  the  Senator’s 
career  he  was  regarded  as  legal 
representative  of  the  Provo 
Water  Users  Association.  The 
assignment  and  other 
experiences,  helped  him  to 
become  recognized  as  an 
authority  on  land  reclamation 
and  water  use. 

According  to  Senator 
Bennett,  it  was  Senator 
Watkins  who  pursuaded 
President  Eisenhower  to 
support  the  Colorado  River 
Storage  Project.  Senator 
Watkins’  papers  include 
materials  dealing  with  his  role 
in  forming  the  Colorado  River 
Project  and  its  subsequent 
importance  to  the  Central 
Utah  Project. 

Candidacy 
to  be  told 
by  Romney? 

Vernon  Romney,  Utah 
attorney  general,  said  Monday 
that  he  might  be  a  possible 
candidate  to  run  against  Salt 
Lake  Mayor  E.  J.  (Jake)  Gam 
for  the  Republican  nomination 
in  the  Senate  race. 

Romney  announced  that  he 
will  make  a  final  decision 
about  entering  the  1974 
Senate  race  by  Feb.  1. 

Romney  predicted  Wayne 
Owens  will  get  the  Democratic 
nomination.  He  feels  Donald 
Holbrook,  former  State  Board 
of  Education  Chairman,  who 
has  announced  his  candidacy 
for  the  Democratic 
nomination,  is  not  a  “saleable 
product.” 

Romney  commented  that 
the  Republican  nominee  “will 
need  all  the  help  he  can  get” 
to  beat  Owens. 


signed  up  for  the  Health 
Center  Plan  fall  semester, 
paying  only  $7.50  each.  The 
plan  was  in  the  experimental 
stages  during  fall  semester  and 
according  to  Dr.  Hofheins  was 
continued  because  of  the 
success  it  has  shown  thus  far. 

Because  of  the  number  of 
students  signing  up  for  the 
plan  and  in  turn  the  number 
that  do  not  need  the  services 
offered  by  the  plan,  expenses 
such  as  those  incurred  by  the 
student  mentioned  are 
covered,  according  to  Dr. 

Hofheins. 

“No  one  is  exempted  from 
the  benefits  of  the  plan,”  said 
Dr.  Hofheins.  “We  let 
everyone  sign  up  if  they  meet 
the  requirements  of  being  a 
student  at  BYU.” 

According  to  Dr.  Hofheins, 
the  health  plan  operates 
because  of  a  spirit  similar  to 
that  of  the  gospel  and  caring 
for  one  another.  “The  gospel

tells  us  to  do  what  we  can  to 
help  our  fellow  man  and  this 
plan  is  one  way  the  students 
can  do  it,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Hofheins  estimated  the 
above  student  had  received 
approximately  $400  worth  of 
health  services.  “He  didn’t 
have  to  pay  for  this  because 
10,000  students  on  campus 
also  signed  up  for  the  program 
and  thus  signed  up  to  help  this 
young  man.  It’s  a  gospel 
principle  in  action.” 

By  paying  just  $7.50  for 
something  they,  too,  can  get 
worth  out  of,  students  can 
help  people  like  this  student  to 
get  an  education  at  BYU 
without  going  to  the 
poorhouse,  he  said. 

This  help  is  possible  because 
not  all  the  students  will  have 
to  use  the  Health  Center. 
“They  will,  however,  have  the 
security  of  knowing  they  will 
be  taken  care  of  if  they  need 
it,  and  they  should  also  know 


that  through  not  abusing  the 
program  they  are  helping 
others  with  serious  health 
problems,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Hofheins  categorized 
abuse  of  the  program  as 
stockpiling  drugs  and 
medications  to  last  a  year  or 
so,  requesting  after-hours  help 
for  a  non-emergency  situation 
and  seeing  doctors  for  ailments 
not  normally  requiring  medical 
treatment. 

“There  have  been  a  few 
abuses,  but  they  haven’t  been 
so  serious  as  to  discontinue  the 
program,”  he  said.  “It  shows 
the  students  are  aware  of  the 
spirit  of  the  plan  also.” 

Many  students  have  received 
needed  medical  attention 
beyond  the  $7.50  paid.  X-rays 
or  medication  alone  will  cost 
that  much,  said  Dr.  Hofheins. 
Almost  every  student  who 
visits  the  Health  Center  and  is 
signed  up  on  the  plan  is 
benefiting  because  of  those 
who  don’t  come  in. 


rate  increase 
until  March  2 


Postal  rate  increases 
scheduled  for  Jan.  5  have  been 
delayed  until  March  2, 
according  to  Robert  Cook, 
manager  of  customer  service, 
Provo  Post  Office.  The  delay 
was  in  response  to  a  Cost  of 
Living  Council  order  limiting 
the  Postal  Service’s  1974 
revenue. 

First-class  postage  increases 
will  raise  the  cost  of  sending  a 
letter  to  ten  cents  an  ounce 
from  the  present  eight  cents  an 
ounce.  The  airmail  rate  will 
increase  from  the  present  1 1 
cents  to  13  cents  an  ounce. 
(These  rates  will  also  apply  to 
mail  sent  to  Canada  and 
Mexico.) 

“Foreign  airmail  rates  will 
be  raised  from  17  cents  to  21 
cents  per  half  ounce  for  letters 
sent  to  South  and  Central 


America,  and  from  21  cents  to 
26  cents  per  half  ounce  for 
letters  sent  to  all  other 
countries,”  said  Cook. 

These  March  2  increases  will 
be  tried  on  a  “temporary” 
basis  pending  final  review  by 
the  Postal  Rate  Commission, 
according  to  Cook. 

The  Postal  Service,  which 
had  anticipated  a  loss  of  about 
$350  million  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30  regardless  of 
whether  new  rate  increases 
were  put  into  effect  Jan.  5,  has 
reported  it  will  ask  Congress 
for  additional  subsidies. 

“Post  Office  operating 
expenses  have  sky-rocketed,” 
said  Cook.  “Approximately  84 
per  cent  of  our  cost  is  wages. 
There  are  over  700,000  Post 
Office  employes  across  the 
country.” 


Second-,  third-  and 
fourth-class  mail  rates  will  also 
be  raised  on  March  2,  added 
Cook.

The  Trotters’  opposition  for  the  Salt  Palace  game  will  be  the 
Washington  Generals  with  Louis  “Red”  Klotz,  two  handed  set 
shot  artist  and  owner  of  the  Generals.  Also  on  the  team  are 


6’  11”  Steve  Lawrence  from  the  University  of  Dayton,  Ohio  and 
a  lineup  of  players  averaging  almost  6’4”  tall. 

Although  the  Harlem  Globetrotters  are  known  today  for  their 
comedy,  there  was  a  time  when  they  were  the  best  basketball 
team  in  the  world.  Back  in  the  1930’s  and  40’s  the  Trotters  had 
a  lock  on  all  the  black  players  in  the  country  (since  pro-leagues 
wouldn’t  sign  them)  and  claimed  to  be  the  best  team  around. 
During  the  late  forties  the  Minneapolis  Lakers  with  6’ 10”  center 
George  Mikan  also  claimed  to  be  the  best  team.  Fearless  of  the 
speculation,  Abe  Saperstein  arranged  for  a  game  and  challenged 
the  Lakers. 

The  game  was  billed  as  the  “Pro  Basketball  Game  of  the 
Year”  and  played  before  a  crowd  of  17,853  fans  in  Chicago  on 
February  19,  1948.  The  Trotters,  who’s  tallest  man  was  the 
6’3”  “Goose”  Tatum  beat  the  Lakers,  61-59.  The  Lakers  asked 
for  a  rematch. 

The  game  was  played  again  in  Chicago  before  a  crowd  of 
20,000  fans.  The  Trotters  blew  the  Lakers  out  in  the  second 
half.  In  the  fourth  quarter  they  baffled  the  stunned  Lakers  with 
their  comic  play  as  they  coasted  to  a  49-45  victory. 


Poseidon' 
at  Varsity 


Double  for  Elvis  Presley 
is  worth  $2,000  a  week 


Varsity  Theater  will  feature 
one  of  last  year’s  big  hits 
“Poseidon  Adventure,” 
starting  this  week. 

A  luxury  streamliner  on  its 
way  from  New  York  to 
Europe  on  New  Year’s  Eve 
with  hundreds  of  passengers 
aboard  meets  a  huge  tidal 
wave,  the  ship  lopsides  and 
turns  completely  upside  down, 
causing  a  tremendous  panic 
among  the  festing  passengers. 
And  there  starts  “Poseidon 
Adventure.” 

With  the  help  of  a  Christmas 
tree  some  passengers  escape 
towards  the  bottom  of  the 
ship.  They  fight  their  way  up 
to  the  bottom  of  the  ship  in  an 
upside  down  world. 

The  story  is  based  on 
religion  and  how  Moses  led  his 
people  from  bondage.  Gene 
Hackman  plays  a  religious 
minister,  he  is  trying  to 
convince  people  that  he  knows 
the  way  out  from  the  ship  but 
only  a  few  follow  him. 


SPOKANE,  Wash.  (AP)  - 
Alan  Meyer  is  a  former  Seattle 
electronics  technician  who 
thinks  Elvis  Presley  is  the 
greatest.  His  opinion  of  the 
swivel-hipped  sensation  of  the 
1950s  and  the  fact  he  is  a 
virtual  double  for  Presley,  has 
made  Meyer  worth  $2,000  a 
week. 

Discovered  in  a  tavern  talent 
contest,  Meyer  is  a  night  club 
hit  here  with  his  “Tribute  to 
Elvis”  show. 

Hips  moving  and  satin 
scarves  flying,  Meyer 
alternately  moans  and  screams 
the  songs  that  made  Elvis  an 
idolized  millionaire.  He  does  it 
in  Elvis’  voice,  writhing  his 
Elvis-like  face. 

At  25,  Meyer  is  very  nearly 
an  Elvis  double  who  is  bringing 
back  the  star’s  songs  of  the 
1950s  and  1960s  to  the  delight 
of  standing  room  only  crowds, 


including  women  who 
frantically  react  as  though  he’s 
the  real  thing. 

“All  my  life  I  wanted  to  be 
Elvis  to  anyone  who’d  listen,” 
said  Meyer.  “But  I  was  scared 
to  get  up  on  the  stage  in  all  the 
cities  where  I  lived.  Then,  in 
Seattle,  friends  encouraged 
me,  pushed  me  really,  and  one 
night  I  got  into  a  talent 
contest  at  a  tavern. 

“The  people  were  hysterical. 
So  they  hired  me.” 

Born  in  Philadelphia  and 
reared  in  Los  Angeles,  Meyer 
first  was  attracted  to  Elvis 
when  he  “ran  away”  for  the 
first  time  at  age  8.  He  violated 
his  parents’  orders  and  went 
across  town  to  see  his  first 
Elvis  movie,  “Loving  You.” 

“Then  his  sisters  would 
show  him  off  at  parties— he’s  a 
natural  look-alike  and  has  the 
same  voice,”  said  road 


manager  Jim  Pond.  “It  was  a 
novelty  thing  for  them,  but 
not  for  Alan.” 

Pond  was  present  at  Meyer’s 
first  tavern  performance,  and 
i  n  troduced  him  to  Richard 
Vac,  a  Bellevue  promoter,  who 
arranged  his  first  authentic 
club  dates. 

He’s  played  at  hotels  and 
what  Pond  calls 
“entertainment  lounges,” 
places  where  Elvis  will  never 
go. 

“I  wouldn’t  say  we’re 
exploiting  Elvis,”  Pond  said. 
“We  are  making  money  singing 
Elvis  songs  and  bringing  back 
memories  of  him.  If  that’s 
exploitation,  it’s  all  a  matter 
of  semantics.  What  Meyer 
wants  to  do  is  pay  tribute  to 
an  idol,  the  only  way  he 
knows  how.” 

Meyer  claims  to  know  the 
lyrics  to  all  430  Presley  songs. 
He’s  seen  every  Elvis  movie, 
and  once  met  the  star 
face-to-face  in  Seattle. 

Meyer  travels  with  a 
four-piece  band,  Pond  and 
equipment  men.  He  draws  an 
average  $2,000  a  week,  and 
once  was  paid  $4,000  for  a 
performance,  most  of  it 
vintage  Elvis  — “Don’t  Be 
Cruel,”  “Jailhouse  Rock,” 
“Hound  Dog”  and  the  like. 

Crowd  reactions,  Meyer 
says,  can  be  worrisome. 

“In  some  places  where  the 
people  are  younger,  they  go 
wild,”  he  says.  “They’ve 
mobbed  me,  and  torn  at  my 
clothes.  It’s  kinda  scary.”

Students  in  the  class  will  be  tested  during 
the  first  session  to  place  them  in  sections 
with  others  of  similar  ability.  Translators 
will  be  available  to  work  with  students  who 
speak  no  English. 


There  is  no  fee  for  (he  class,  Dr.  Madsen 
said.

Bob  Scofield,  a  graduate 
student  in  clinical  psychology, 
said,  “1  would  try  to  find  a  job 
that  didn’t  require  any  work 
and  sit  home.”  He  explained 
that  he  is  now  working  in  real 
estate,  and  for  the  money 
would  stay  in  it,  but  he  said  he 
chose  psychology  instead 
because  that  is  what  he  enjoys. 


“No,  1  wouldn’t,  because  I 
really  enjoy  what  I’m  going 
into.  Under  that  type  of 
system,  money  wouldn’t  be 
important  anyway.  What  you 
were  doing  would  be  most 
important,”  said  Mike  Forster, 


One  of  the  few  who  said  he 
would  change  was  John 
Swensen,  a  freshman  in 
accounting  from  Salt  Lake 
City.  “I  would  become  an 
educated  bum,”  he  said. 

Kevin  Riley,  a  senior  in 
history  from  Bountiful,  said  he 
wouldn’t  change  his  plans 
because  he  is  interested  in 
teaching  high  school.  “I’m  not 
in  it  for  the  money,  because 
teaching  doesn’t  pay  much 
anyway.” 

Enjoyment  and  interest  were 
the  reasons  usually  given  for 
choosing  a  specific  career  field.

At  a  recent  banquet 
honoring  friends  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University

selected  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee. 


Four  pre-medical  students  at 
BYU  took  time  off  from  their 
regular  classroom  schedules 
last  semester  to  examine 
first-hand  the  medical 
profession  at  Latter-day  Saints 
Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

It  is  the  first  work-study 
program  of  its  kind  in  this  area 
for  undergraduates  who  are 
interested  in  pursuing  a 
medical  career. 

“We  were  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  study,  work  and  even 
live  with  some  of  the  hospital 
staff,”  explained  Brent 
Palfreyman,  25,  a  zoology 
major  from  Springville. 

The  hospital  assignment  was 
initiated  through  the  BYU 
Honors  Program  and 
Pre-medical  Committee  as  part 
of  the  Independent  Learning 
Experience  Program,  according 
to  Dr.  Marion  Bentley, 
associate  director  of  the 
Honors  Program. 

He  said  BYU  students  had 
no  direct  patient 
responsibilities,  but  they  were 
included  in  routine  activities 
with  the  hospital’s  27  regular 
interns.  In  addition,  each  BYU 
student  was  assigned  to 
advanced  research  sections  for 
further  study,  including 
cardiology,  endocrinology, 
pulmonary  and  infectious 
diseases. 


The  Friends  Committee  was 
originally  organized  in  1965 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Lyman  Typer,  former  director 
of  libraries  at  BYU.  Elder 
Marion  D.  Hanks,  assistant  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
served  as  its  first  chairman.

“This  direct  exposure  to  the 
medical  profession  will  be  a 
great  asset,”  said  Kim  Orton, 
24,  a  senior  pre-med  student 
from  Bountiful  majoring  in 
chemistry. 

“It  shouldn’t  be  considered 
a  miniature  medical  school  by 
any  means,”  he  said.  “We 
learned  more  about  the 
attitudes  of  doctors  and 
realities  of  the  profession 
rather  than  precise  medical 
knowledge  -but  it  was  well 
worth  the  effort.” 

Other  students  who 
participated  last  term  include 
Joe  Cramer,  22,  a  university 
studies  major  from  Mesa,  Ariz. 
and  Rex  Peterson,  21,  a 
chemistry  major  from 
Tremonton. 

Dr.  Armand  T.  Whitehead, 
professor  of  zoology  and 
chairman  of  the  BYU 
Pre-medical  Committee,  said 
based  upon  the  success  of  the 
first  student  group,  the 
program  will  probably 
continue  and  perhaps  even  be 
expanded  in  the  future.

Vikes,  Dolphins  ready

The  two  teams  that  emerged  as  the  leaders 
of  their  respective  conferences  are  gearing  up 
for  Super  Bowl  VIII.  One  conference  held  the 
“battle  of  errors”  while  the  Miami  Dolphins 
displayed  how  to  play  “Don  Shula”  football. 
Oddly  enough  the  results  of  both  battles  were 
the  same,  27-10. 

A  Dallas  fumble  on  the  Minnesota  two-yard 
line  summed  up  what  the  afternoon  play  was 
like  in  Texas.  When  Dallas  felt  they  might 
have  the  chance  to  come  back  from  their 
10-17  deficit  early  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
running  back  Walt  Garrison  dropped  the  ball, 
which  was  recovered  by  Gary  Larsen  of 
Minnesota. 

Minnesota  and  Dallas  got  into  the  turnover 
habit  in  the  second  half  and  couldn’t  shake  it. 
There  were  10  turnovers  in  all— six  by  the 
Cowboys,  four  by  the  Vikings. 

The  errors  were  much  more  damaging  to  the 
Cowboys  than  the  Vikes.  When  they  headed 
for  the  locker  room  at  halftime  Minnesota  led 
10-0.  Despite  a  10-point  rally  by  the 
Cowboys,  they  couldn’t  cool  down  the  hot 
hand  of  Fran  Tarkenton. 

Early  in  the  third  quarter  John  Gilliam 
sprinted  down  the  field  on  a  Tarkenton 
pattern.  Fran  let  go  a  54-yard  pass  for  the 
final  Minnesota  touchdown.

Later  that  day  in  Florida  a  “budding 
dynasty”  took  one  step  further  to  their 
ultimate  goal.  The  coaching  of  Don  Shula  and 
team  discipline  gave  Miami  sole  possession  of 
the  AFC  championship. 

In  what  was  supposed  to  be  the  classic  duel 
of  .running  backs,  Oakland  was  soundly 
defeated.  The  Dolphins’  Larry  Csonka  came 
Arp  with  three  touchdown  runs  and  a  total  of 
117  yards  rushing.  On  the  other  hand, 
Oakland’s  Marv  Hubbard  had  only  54  yards  on 
the  ground. 

The  Raiders  had  no  luck  in  trying  to  break 
the  ground  defense  of  Miami.  Runs  at  the 
middle  of  the  line  were  halted  and  the  sweep 
rarely  got  past  the  line  of  scrimmage. 

Quarterback  Bob  Griese  of  the  Dolphins  got 
carried  away  and  tried  to  throw  the  football, 
but  only  came  up  with  three  complete  of  six 
for  a  total  of  32  yards.  Fortunately,  he 
remembered  that  he  had  running  backs. 

The  speed  of  Mercury  Morris  and  the  power 
of  Larry  Csonka  put  together  two  consecutive 
drives  for  Miami -the  first  for  64  yards  and 
the  second  for  63  yards. 

The  third  largest  ground  gainer  for  the 
afternoon  was  Dolphin  Bob  Griese.  “On  both 
my  running  plays,”  Griese  said,  “Oakland  had 
everybody  covered  but  the  quarterback.”

Shula,  casual  and  at  ease  in 
an  open-throated  sports  shirt 
despite  biting  53-degree 
temperature^expressed  respect 
for  his  Minnesota  opponents, 
particularly  the  Vikings’ 
scrambling  quarterback,  Fran 
Tarkenton. 

'  “Tarkenton  poses  all  sorts  of 
problems  for  us,”  Shula  said.

BYU  golf  fans  have  reason  to  be  excited,  for  this 
year’s  golf  team  could  be  the  best  in  the  school’s 
history. 

At  least  that’s  the  opinion  of  BYU  Golf  Coach  Karl 
Tucker,  who  describes  the  team  as  “potentially  the 
best  team  ever  at  BYU,  from  the  standpoint  of 
experience  and  in-coming  freshmen.” 

Returning  from  last  year’s  WAC  Championship 
team  are  seniors  Joey  Dills,  Bob  Lapic,  Dave  Shipley 
and  sophomore  Mike  Reid.  Dills  and  Reid  were 
chosen  to  the  All-WAC  team  last  year  and  Tucker 
feels  they  have  good  chances  of  being  selected  as  first 
team  All-Americans  this  year.  Reid  finished  13th  in 
the  NCAA  Championships  last  year,  while  Dills  placed 
17th. 

At  the  first  tournament  on  the  Cougars’  fall  circuit, 
the  Patio  Springs  Collegiate  Invitational,  Dills  set  a 
new  course  record  and  captured  the  medalist  honors 
in  leading  the  Cougars  to  first  place.  Tucker  was 
extremely  pleased  with  Dill’s  performance,  because 
only  one  other  collegian  had  ever  broken  par  on  the 
tough  Patio  Springs  course. 

At  another  tournament  on  the  fall  circuit,  the 
Arizona  State  Fall  Golf  Tournament,  Reid  turned  in  a 
dazzling  performance  and  also  set  a  new  course 
record. 

Lapic  and  Shipley  have  also  put  their  experience 
from  previous  seasons  to  good  use  for  the  Cougars. 
Lapic  was  runner-up  behind  Dills  in  the  Patio  Springs 
tournament  and  has  played  well  in  each  of  the 
tournaments  so  far  this  year. 

Shipley  finished  in  fourth  place  at  the  1971  NCAA 
Championship  in  his  first  year  at  BYU.  Although  he 
didn’t  play  as  well  the  following  two  seasons,  Tucker 


feels  he  is  once  again  playing  up  to  his  potential  and 
will  be  a  strength  to  the  team. 

Two  freshemn,  Jim  Blair  and  Pat  McGowan,  fill  the 
remaining  spots  on  the  team.  Both  have  done 
amazingly  well  during  the  fall  tournaments  and  are 
expected  to  add  fresh  talent  to  the  team. 

McGowan,  from  Colusa,  Calif.,  placed  third  at  the 
Patio  Springs  tourney  and  has  palyed  in  every 
tournament  this  year.  Blair  is  from  Logan,  Utah,  and 
this  past  summer  he  took  first  place  in  the  Utah  State 
Amateur,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Amateur  and  the 
Mountainland  Open. 

Tucker  considers  Blair  “the  hottest  prospect  on  the 
Utah  golf  scene,  and  the  best  amateur  to  come  out  of 
the  state  in  the  past  15  years.” 

Backing  up  the  starters  is  a  group  of  talented 
players  that  provide  the  depth  for  the  Cougar  team. 
John  Fought,  a  sophomore  from  Portland,  Ore.,  won 
the  LDS  All-Church  Championship  in  1971  and 
played  in  the  U.S.  Amateur  last  summer.  Bud 
Andreason,  a  returned  missionary  and  another  former 
LDS  All-Church  champion,  is  being  counted  on  to 
help  the  team  this  year. 

Other  upcomers  are  Charlie  Barenaba,  a  sophomore 
from  Laie,  Ha.,  who  won  the  World  Junior 
Championship  in  1971.  Jay  Matulich,  a  sophomore 
from  San  Mateo,  Calif.,  is  another  strong  golfer  who 
will  be  a  boost  to  the  team  this  year,  Tucker  said. 

The  team’s  strength  was  demonstrated  in  the  four 
tournaments  it  entered  this  fall.  The  team  captured 
first  place  in  three  of  the  tournaments  and  was 
runner-up  in  the  fourth. 

At  the  Patio  Springs  Invitational,  the  top  four 
finishers  were  record-setter  Dills,  Lapic,  McGowan 
and  Blair. 

BYU  has  won  the  Patio  Springs  tourney  every  year 


since  it  was  started,  this  being  the  eighth  consecutive 
year  the  Cougars  have  claimed  the  title. 

The  team  also  won  first  place  at  the  Beehive 
Intercollegiate,  sponsored  by  Utah  State,  and  the 
William  H.  Tucker  Intercollegiate,  sponsored  by 
University  of  New  Mexico. 

The  Tucker  tournament  is  considered  by  many  to 
be  collegiate  golf’s  most  prestigious  fall  tournament. 
Nearly  every  top-ranked  golf  team  in  the  NCAA 
enters  the  tournament,  and  this  was  the  third  time 
BYU  had  walked  off,  with  the  title. 

The  only  tournament  BYU  failed  to  win  this  fall 
was  the  Arizona  State  Fall  Golf  Tournament.  Despite 
a  fine  round  by  Reid,  who  broke  the  course  record, 
the  Cougars  finished  second  behind  Arizona  State. 

Predicting  the  outcome  in  the  WAC  this  year, 
Tucker  felt  that  BYU  would  grab  the  title  for  the 
third  consecutive  year.  “Arizona  State  and  New 
Mexico  have  strong  teams,  so  it’ll  be  a  three-team 
race,”  he  said. 

In  the  past  eight  years,  BYU  has  won  five  WAC 
titles,  and  last  year  Tucker  was  voted  NCAA  District 
Seven  “Coach  of  the  Year.”  Since  he  started  coaching 
at  BYU  in  1962,  Tucker  has  compiled  a  record  of  108 
wins,  17  losses  and  two  ties.

NCAA  probation

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP) 
The  basketball  team  at  Long 
Beach  State,  ranked  ninth  in 
the  nation,  and  the  school’s 
football  team  were  placed  on 
indefinite  probation  for  not 
less  than  three  years  Sunday 
by  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association. 

The  NCAA  citted  26 
violations  of  its  constitution 
and  bylaws  by  Long  Beach 
State  and  said  they  were 
among  the  most  serious  it  has 
ever  considered. 

Earlier,  California  State 
University  at  Hayward  was 
slapped  with  indefinite 
probation  for  knowingly  using 
ineligible  athletes  in  baseball 
and  track  and  Cornell 
University  of  Ithaca,  N.Y.  was 
given  a  year’s  probation  for 
recruiting  violations  regarding 
two  prospective  hockey 
players. 

The  penalties  against  Long 
Beach  and  Cal  State-Hayward 
prohibit  those  schools  from 
post-season  competition  or 
appearing  in  any  NCAA 
television  package  while  on 
probation.  The  probation 
affects  Long  Beach  only  in 
basketball  and  football  and 
Cal  State  Hayward  in  all 
sports. 

Cornell’s  penalty  does  not 
carry  any  such  specific 
sanctions  and  the  Ivy  League 
university  remains  eligible  for 
post-season  play. 

The  penalties  were 
announced  by  the  NCAA’s 
Committee  on  Infractions  as 


It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
university’s  president,  athletic 
director  and  basketball  and 
football  coaches  constitute  a 
new  administration  which  the 
NCAA  said  “desires  to  correct 
the  mistakes  of  their 
predecessors.”

NEW  YEAR’S

SACRAMENTO,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Ivy  Baker  Priest  has  a 
$  10-billion  reason  to  stay  in  California’s  104-year-old  Capitol  in 
spite  of  orders  to  move  because  of  potential  earthquake  danger. 

As  state  treasurer,  Mrs.  Priest  is  the  official  custodian  of  $10 
billion  in  bonds,  stocks  and  other  securities.  Most  of  them  are 
almost  as  negotiable  as  cash. 

They  are  housed  in  a  vault  as  big  as  two  modest-size  homes.  It 
is  wrapped  in  steel  and  concrete  five  to  1 2  feet  thick. 

While  others  abandon  the  old  West.  Wing  of  the  Capitol  by  a 
Jan.  1  deadline,  the  state  treasurer’s  office  has  no  moving  plans. 

“We  are  simply  waiting  for  someone  to  tell  us  what  to  do  with 
$10  billion  in  bonds  and  a  2,600-square  foot  vault,”  said 
Assistant  Treasurer  Robert  Schulke.

The  NCAA  said  Long  Beach 
’State  violated  rules  governing 
amateurism,  improper  aid  and 
extra  benefits  to  prospective 
and  enrolled  athletes, 
institutional  control  and 
responsibility,  ethical  conduct, 
eligibility  of  athletes  for 
regular-season  and  post-season 
competition,  recruiting  and 
out-of-season  football  practice. 

In  addition  to  its  probation. 
Long  Beach  will  be  limited  to 
20  football  scholarships  and 
two  basketball  scholarships  for 
the  first  year  of  its  penalty. 
The  maximum  annual  number 
of  scholarships  for  other  major 
schools  is  30  in  football  and 
six  in  basketball. 

However,  the  NCAA  said 
that  despite  the  seriousness  of 
the  violations.  Long  Beach 
received  a  lesser  penalty  than 
it  might  otherwise  have  gotten 
because  most  of  the  violations 
were  the  responsibility  of  the 
school’s  previous  executive 
and  athletic  administrations. 


Long  Beach  State’s  former 
basketball  coach,  Jerry 
Tarkanian,  is  presently  at 
Las  Vegas,  Nevada  while  the 
football  coach,  Jim 
Stangeland,  resigned  at  the  end 
of  the  1973  season. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Paul 
Hemmer,  29,  is  barely  old 
enough  to  recall  the  glory  days 
of  radio  when  “The  Lone 
Ranger”  rode  the  aural  range 
and  “The  Green  Hornet” 
buzzed  about  on  behalf  of  law 
and  order. 

But  Hemmer,  program 
director  of  radio  station 
WDBQ-AM  in  Dubuque,  Iowa, 
recently  brought  back  the  fun 
of  the  old  days  by 
broadcasting  five  shows 
written  and  submitted  by 
listeners. 

The  authors  were  an  artist  at 
a  local  advertising  agency,  two 
high  school  teachers,  a  deputy 
sheriff  and  a  21-year-old 
female  factory  worker. 

Hemmer  got  the  scripts  by 
unwittingly  repeating  radio 
history,  the  repeating  occurred 
last  January  when  WDBQ  ran  a 
“Radio  Theater”  contest 
inviting  listeners  to  submit 
original  half-hour  scripts. 

One  of  those  budding 
authors,  Earl  Hemner  Jr., 
earned  $500  for  a  script  he 
sent  in.  He’s  better-known  and 
earns  considerably  more  today 
as  creator  of  “The  Waltons” 
series  on  CBS-TV. 

Hemmer,  who  says  he  never 
heard  of  the  “Dr.  Christian” 
series,  laughed  when  asked 
how  he  came  upon  the  idea  of 
WDBQ’s  script  search. 

“I  couldn’t  tell  you,”  he 
said.  “I’ve  always  been 
fascinated  with  old-time  radio. 
A  couple  of  years  ago  1 
thought,  'gee  wouldn’t  it  be 
fun  if  we  could  do  something 
like  this.’  And  we  finally  did 
it.” 

He  said  the  “Radio  Theater” 
contest  brought  a  total  of  52 
original  scripts  from  the 
listening  audience.  He  and  the 
staff  read  them  all,  selected 
five  for  broadcast  and  went  to 
work,  using  the  station’s  disc 
jockeys  and  local  residents  as 
actors  in  the  shows. 

“There  were  no  rewrites,” 
he  said.  “We  did  them  exactly 
the  way  they  were  written.  Of 
course,  we  added  sound  effects 
and  music.” 

The  shows,  broadcast  during 
the  last  week  in  March,  ranged 
from  “Bill  Bugoni,  Private 
Eye”-a  spoof  of  the  old  “Sam 
Spade”  series”  to  “The 
Second  Chance,”  a  show  about 
a  man  whom  the  fates  allow  to 
return  to  his  past. 

The  final  show,  “Red  Lights 
and  Sirens,”  was  written  by 
the  deputy  sheriff. 

While  the  series  was 
broadcast,  listeners  were 
invited  to  vote  by  mail  on 
their  favorite  show.  The 
authors  got  cash  prizes  ranging 
from  $10  to  the  $100  award 
given  the  author  of  “Second 
Chance,”  which  received  the 
largest  share  of  the  800  votes 
cast.
